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VARIETIES  OF  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 
PART  FOURTEEN

THE  EARLY  REORGANIZED  SUCCESSOR  BANKS 


Beginning  in  October  1880,  some  of  the  earliest  existing  national  banks 
were  facing  upcoming  charter  expirations  and  began  forming  new 
associations,  usually  with  the  same  title,  hi  most  of  these  cases,  the  new 
association  was  organized  while  the  existing  bank  was  still  in  business.  In  a 
few  cases,  the  new  bank  was  organized  just  after  the  earlier  bank  was 
liquidated.  Illustrated  in  the  last  chapter  were  two  lists  from  the  December 
1883,  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency.  These  were  lists  of  banks 
liquidated  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  new  associations  with  the  same  or 
different  titles,  and  of  banks  whose  charter  had  expired  by  limitation.  The 
Comptroller  apparently  considered  that  these  liquidations  and  reorganizations 
on  the  first  list  were  the  result  of  anticipated  mandatory  expirations  of 
national  bank  charters.  This  differed  from  the  four  reorganizations  discussed 
in  Part  Twelve,  that  were  not  prompted  by  expected  charter  expirations. 

I am  not  sure  why  the  first  three  banks  on  the  first  list  liquidated 
somewhat  early  (in  1880  and  1881).  These  banks  were  Charter  34,  Rondout, 
NY;  Charter  145,  Huntington,  IN;  and  Charter  55,  Indianapolis,  IN.  The  first 
two  banks  may  have  seen  the  end  coming  and  just  planned  ahead  and 
organized  new  associations.  Perhaps,  the  Indianapolis  bank  had  selected  an 
eighteen-year  life  when  organized  in  mid  1863.  Most  of  the  other  banks  on 
these  two  lists  probably  had  to  be  liquidated  before  the  passage  of  the  Act  of 
July  12,  1882,  because  they  had  selected  a nineteen-year  corporate  life. 

As  some  of  the  reorganizations  were  quite  early,  some  replacement  banks 
received  or  initially  received  Series  of  1875  issues.  I have  recently 
discovered  that  the  Series  of  1875  plates  were  altered  from  the  earlier  to  the 
successor  bank  in  several  cases.  Eight  replacement  banks  in  this  group 
received  Series  of  1875  notes.  The  reorganizations  and  issues  of  these  eight 
banks  are  all  somewhat  interesting  and  different  and  will  be  discussed  in  this 
chapter. 
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REPLACEMENT  BANKS  THAT  ISSUED  SERIES  OF  1875  NOTES 

The  first  bank  on  the  first  list  was  “The  First  National  Bank  of  Rondout, 
NY,”  Charter  34,  which  liquidated  on  October  30,  1880.  Prior  to  that  date,  a 
new  organization  was  formed  on  October  15,  1880,  with  the  same  title.  This 
bank  became  Charter  2493  on  October  18,  1880,  and  then  issued  Series  of 
1875  notes.  I do  not  know  the  reason  for  the  early  reorganization  of  this 
particular  bank,  although  the  President  and  Cashier  were  the  same  individuals 
for  both  banks  at  the  time  of  reorganization. 
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1 . Series  of  1875  notes  from  Charter  34,  and  an  "E"  position  note  from  the 
10-10-10-10  replacement  plate  for  Charter  2493. 
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On  January  31,  1881,  “The  First  National  Bank  of  Huntington,  IN,” 
Charter  145,  liquidated.  Two  days  later,  on  February  2,  1881,  a new  bank 
with  the  same  title  was  organized  under  the  Act  of  June  3,  1864.  On  March 
3,  1881,  this  new  bank  became  Charter  2508.  On  my  trip  to  the  Smithsonian 
in  April  1991, 1 examined  the  Series  of  1875  $5  proof  sheets  for  both  of  these 
charters.  I concluded  that  the  BEP  had  probably  altered  the  Charter  145  plate 
to  the  Charter  2508  bank  as  the  plate  still  had  the  1 863  Act  date  and  variety  2 
vignettes.  In  addition,  both  proof  sheets  contained  an  identical  “cross”  plate 
mark  in  the  bottom  selvage.  The  only  apparent  modifications  to  this  plate 
were  changing  the  Treasury  signature  combination  from  “Allison-New”  to 
“Scofield-Gilfillan”  and  the  plate  date  from  Jan.  5,  1864  to  March  25,  1881 . 
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2.  Series  of  1875  proofs  for  Charter  145  and  Charter  2508  from  the  same 
plate  that  had  been  altered  to  the  new  charter  number  bank.  Notice  the  1863 
Act  date  and  Variety  2 vignettes  that  remain  on  the  Charter  2508  proof.

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Similar  to  the  Charter  2361,  Rockville,  IN  bank  discussed  previously, 
there  was  a second  or  replacement  5-5-5-5  plate  made  for  the  Charter  2508 
bank.  The  proof  sheet  m the  Smithsonian  from  this  plate  bears  an  approval 
date  of  July  9,  1897.  In  this  instance,  notes  from  the  new  E-F-G-H  plate,  as 
expected,  bear  the  Variety  4 face  vignettes,  but  also  the  incorrect  “Feb.  25, 
1863”  Act  date  in  the  larger  typeface.  The  new  plate  also  bears  the 
Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  logo.  It  seems  that,  by  this  time,  the  Bureau  just 
duplicated  details  of  the  earlier  plates,  without  concern  for  correct  act  dates 
or  the  removal  of  bank  note  company  logos. 

On  a visit  to  the  Smithsonian  in  October  1995, 1 was  able  to  examine  the 
proof  sheets  for  the  Charter  34  and  Charter  2493,  Rondout,  NY  bank.  I 
believe  the  5-5-5-5,  the  10-10-10-10,  and  the  20-20-20-50  plates  were  all 
altered  from  the  earlier  bank.  In  addition,  the  BEP  prepared  a replacement 
plate  later  for  each  of  these  plate  combinations  for  the  Charter  2493  bank.

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The  third  bank  on  the  same  Comptroller’s  list,  “The  First  National  Bank 
ot  Indianapolis,  IN,”  liquidated  Charter  55  on  July  5,  1881.  Then,  on  July  16, 
1881,  a new  organization  was  formed  which  became  Charter  2556  on 
September  1,  1881.  At  first,  the  new  bank  received  a small  quantity  of  Series 
of  1875  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50,  and  $100  notes.  This  quickly  changed  when  the 
Bureau  made  a Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  plate  with  an  approval  date  of 
July  24,  1882,  for  the  bank.  The  Comptroller  received  the  first  sheets  from 
this  plate  on  August  7,  1882.  The  plate  date  on  both  the  Series  of  1875  and 
Senes  of  1882  plates  was  September  5,  1881.  This  proved  to  be  the  earliest 
plate  date  on  any  Series  of  1882  plate.  This  was  the  only  replacement  bank 
to  issue  the  same  denomination  ($10  and  $20)  notes  of  both  series  before  the 

end  of  1882.  Unfortunately,  the  Charter  2556  bank  liquidated  on  November 
11,  1886.

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On  December  31,  1881,  the  charter  of  “The  First  National  Bank  of 
Pontiac,  MI,”  Charter  434,  expired.  This  was  the  first  bank  on  the  second  list 
of  banks  that  just  let  their  charters  expire.  In  this  case,  a new  organization 
with  the  same  title  had  been  formed  on  December  3,  1881.  The  new  bank 
became  Charter  2607  on  January  3,  1882.  The  earlier  bank  then  had  to 
liquidate  later,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  7 of  the  Act  of  July  12,  1882. 
In  this  case,  I believe  the  10-10-10-20  plate  was  altered  for  the  new 
replacement  bank. 

On  March  10,  1882,  a new  organization  was  formed,  titled  “The  National 
Bank  of  Kittanning,  PA,”  and  became  Charter  2654  on  April  4,  1882.  Almost 
three  months  later,  the  predecessor  bank,  “The  First  National  Bank  of 
Kittanning,  PA,”  Charter  69,  also  just  let  its  charter  expire  on  July  2,  1882 
without  liquidating  the  bank  at  the  time. 

The  last  instance  of  a successor  bank  issuing  Series  of  1875  notes  for  its 
entire  first  issue  period  was  Charter  2704,  “The  First  National  Bank  of  Porter 
County,  Valparaiso,  IN,”  which  was  organized  on  May  4,  1882,  and 
chartered  May  23,  1882.  The  predecessor  bank,  “The  First  National  Bank  of 
Valparaiso,  IN,”  Charter  105  had  liquidated  on  April  24,  1882,  about  one 
month  before  the  chartering  of  the  new  bank.  However,  I have  noticed  in  this 
case,  that  the  predecessor  bank  was  liquidated  very  early,  for  banks  in  this 
group.  This  was  only  the  fourth  bank  on  the  Comptroller’s  list  of  banks 
liquidated  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  new  associations.  Most  other 
successor  banks  chartered  on  or  after  April  11,  1882,  initially  received  Series 
of  1882  notes.  The  only  exceptions  were  two  banks  that  initially  received 
high  denomination  ($50  and/or  $100)  Series  of  1875  notes  for  a few  months, 
before  receiving  lower  denomination  Series  of  1882  issues. 

The  initial  delivery  to  the  Comptroller  for  Charter  2704,  on  June  22, 
1882,  consisted  of  1,800  Series  of  1875  10-10-10-20  sheets.  These  notes  had 
a face  value  of  $90,000,  which  equaled  the  maximum  circulation  of  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  $100,000  in  bonds  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States.  This  bank  probably  did  not  need  any  additional  notes  for  quite  some 
time.  When  the  bank  later  needed  more  notes,  the  policy  of  switching  the 
replacement  bank  to  Series  of  1882  issues  probably  had  been  long  forgotten. 
As  a result,  this  bank  continued  to  issue  Series  of  1875  notes  imtil  its 
liquidation  in  1902.

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THE  OTHER  TWO  UNUSUAL  NOTE-SERIES-SWITCHES 


The  first  of  the  two  banks  chartered  after  April  11,  1882,  that  initially 
received  high-denomination  Series  of  1875  notes  before  being  switched  to 
lower  denomination  Series  of  1882  notes  was  Charter  2662,  “The  National 
Bank  of  Commerce  of  Cleveland,  OH.”  This  bank  was  organized  on  April  4, 
1882,  and  chartered  on  April  17,  1882,  and  had  replaced  Charter  13,  “The 
Second  National  Bank  of  Cleveland,  OH,”  which  liquidated  on  May  6,  1882. 
On  May  5,  1882,  the  BEP  approved  a Series  of  1875  50-100  plate  for  the 
Charter  2662  bank,  and  the  Comptroller  received  the  first  sheets  from  this 
plate  on  May  18,  1882.  The  Comptroller  shipped  856  sheets  of  these  50-100 
notes  to  the  bank  between  May  18,  1882,  and  July  17,  1882.  Then,  on  July 
25,  1882,  the  BEP  approved  5-5-5-5  and  10-10-10-20  Series  of  1882  plates 
the  new  bank.  On  August  14,  1882,  the  Comptroller  received  the  first  10-10- 
10-20  sheets  and  on  August  15,  1882,  the  first  $5  notes  for  this  bank, 
beginning  with  Treasury  serial  number  A1 . The  Charter  2662  bank  liquidated 
on  May  29,  1899.

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The  second  bank  in  this  group  was  Charter  2730,  “The  Third  National 
Bank  of  Cincinnati,  OH,”  which  was  organized  on  May  20,  1882  and 
chartered  on  June  14,  1882.  The  same  day.  Charter  20,  the  predecessor  bank 
was  liquidated.  Here,  the  Bureau  prepared  and  approved  a Series  of  1875 
100-100  plate  in  late  June  1882.  Then,  on  August  17,  1882,  the  BEP 
approved  a Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  plate  and  on  August  18,  1882,  a 5-5- 
5-5  Series  of  1882  plate  for  the  new  bank.  The  Series  of  1875  100-100 
sheets  were  shipped  to  the  bank  in  late  July  1882,  while  the  Series  of  1882 
notes  from  both  new  plate  combinations  were  shipped  beginning  in  early 
September  1882.  Notice  that  the  high-denomination  Series  of  1875  notes 
were  already  shipped  to  both  of  these  banks  before  the  Comptroller  received 
the  first  Series  of  1882  notes,  for  any  bank,  on  August  1,  1882.  The  Charter 
2730  bank  extended  its  charter  on  May  21,  1902,  and  then  issued  Series  of 
1902  Red  Seals.  This  became  the  only  bank  to  have  issued  Series  of  1875, 
1882,  and  1902  national  bank  notes  within  a twenty-year  period.

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DISCUSSION 


Before  the  end  of  1881,  the  Comptroller  had  recommended  legislation  for 
extension  of  the  corporate  lives  of  national  banks..  By  April  1882,  he 
certainly  was  aware  that  there  were  many  existing  national  banks  organizing 
new  associations,  as  their  current  charters  would  soon  expire.  By  mid-April 
1882,  his  office  began  to  issue  new  charters  to  these  many  replacement 
banks.  Based  either  on  his  recommendation  or  a Congressional  decision,  the 
Comptroller  very  likely  knew  the  legislation  before  Congress  would  require  a 
different  issue  or  a new  series  of  notes.  It  is  likely  also  that  he  wanted  the 
new  successor  banks  to  receive  the  new  issue  of  notes,  as  most  of  these 
banks  had  the  same  titles  as  their  predecessors. 

The  Comptroller’s  office  was  routinely  sending  orders  to  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  for  the  preparation  of  Series  of  1875  plates  for 
entirely  new  banks  chartered  in  April,  May,  and  June  1882.  Notes  from  these 
plates  were  usually  ready  about  a month  after  the  new  bank’s  charter  date. 
The  Comptroller  was  apparently  holding  back  orders  for  plates  for 
replacement  banks  at  this  time.  Even  though  the  Bureau  had  already  prepared 
new  designs  and  masters,  it  seems  he  did  not  want  to  order  any  Series  of 
1882  plates  until  final  passage  of  the  Act  authorizing  charter  extensions. 

It  appears  that  a few  of  the  replacement  banks  may  have  pressured  the 
Comptroller  for  a delivery  of  notes  as  soon  as  possible.  The  banks  may  have 
needed  these  notes  right  away  for  some  bank  transactions  or  perhaps  to  pay 
off  loans  that  they  had  used  to  set  up  the  replacement  banks.  The  only  way 
the  Comptroller  could  comply  with  such  requests,  was  to  issue  Series  of  1875 
notes  to  these  banks.  I believe  this  is  why  Charters  2662,  2704,  and  2730 
received  that  issue  of  notes.  The  Charter  2662  and  2730  banks  initially 
received  high  denomination,  $50  and/or  $100,  Series  of  1875  notes.  Later,  in 
mid- August  and  early  September  respectively,  lower  denomination,  $5,  $10, 
and  $20  notes  were  first  printed  for  these  two  banks.  This  was  about  the  time 
the  Comptroller  received  the  first  deliveries  of  Series  of  1882  notes  for  other 
replacement  banks  chartered  about  the  same  time.
